LONDON, Nov. I—British Commandos stormed ashore today on the 
southern and western coast of W alcheren island, and were m aking good 
progress tonight in a pincers drive to sm ash the last G erm ans barring th e 
sea lane to Antwerp 
The seaborne forces landed as Canadians burst across the steeltorn 
causeway onto the eastern edge of the island, establishing a sm all beach­ 
head there despite heavy Nazi resistance. 
A dispatch from Field M arshal Sir Bernard L M ontgomery’s head­ 
quarters declared the Commandos were biting inland across the flooded 
island. 
Berlin earlier said Allied amphibious forces had landed near Vlissln- 
gen i Flushing i. W alcheren'a biggest city, with strong aerial and naval 
protection, 
The Berlin radio said tonight "G erm an reconnaissance planes have 
observed a battleship of the King George class, lour cruisers and num erous 
landing vessels, which indicates that other attem pts on W alcheren are
